3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Kielbania (US 4,507,342), because of 
applicant's declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on August 6, 2009 demonstrating that 
the methods of Kielbania et al. do not form translucent prints on the fabric. Other prior 
art, JP 63125934, disclose transparent relief patterns produced with copolymers with 
monomers containing quaternary ammonium salts but do not teach etchants and DE 
11 40544 disclose transparent patterns but no quaternary ammonium salts.
